4. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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This invention relates to address management and service provisioning 
relevant to the address transition (i.e. mobility control) and to be used for the WLAN to 
inter-work with other networks. The inter-worked network could be another WLAN or a 
public cellular network. 

Claims 1-31 are considered allowable over the prior of record, since the prior 
art of record fails to show or fairly suggest a system for managing address allocation 
of a mobile terminal in WLAN inter-working without depending on local WLAN access 
control, wherein a secure end-to-end service authorization signalling between the 
mobile terminal and a controller in a home domain of the mobile terminal that has 
access to user subscription information is used for address management, whereby 
the controller can manage the address allocation based on service authorization 
information as substantially described in claim 1 . 

Claim 2 specifies the system for managing a tunnel as opposed to the 
managing address allocation of claim 1 and claim 3 specifies a system for managing 
address allocation of a mobile terminal and a tunnel used by a mobile terminal in 
WLAN and are similarly allowed. 

Claims 15-17 are the method claims necessary for the system claim of claims 
1-3 and are therefore allowed for the same reasons. 

All other dependent claims are allowed by virtue of their dependency on their 
corresponding independent claim(s).
